Executive Office, Helena, Montana, January 12, 1905. 
To the President of the Senate:— 

Pursuant to the Constitution, I herewith transmit to the Senate an estimate 
of the amount of money required to be raised by taxation for all purposes of the 
State for the fiscal years 1905 and 1906, and I also furnish for your information 
an estimate of the probable amount of money which can be raised by taxation 
for the fiscal years 1905 and 1906. 


In making the estimates of the amount of money required to be raised by 
taxation for all purposes of the State, it will be noticed that the salaries of a num- 
ber of the clerks have been reduced to $100 per month; that the usual appropria- 
tion of $1,000 for rewards has been omitted; that ie salaries of the three Su- 
preme Court Commissioners and their Stenographer have been estimated up to 
April 1, 1905, it being understood that the work of the commission will be prac- 
tically finished by that time. 
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Your attention is also called to the fact that in making estimates for 
the maintenance of the Agricultural Colloge, Reform School, Deaf and Blind 


School, Normal School College, State University, School of Mines and Orphans’ : 


Home, I have not followed the suggestion of the State Board of Education which 
materialy increased the maintenance account for these several institutions for 
1905 and 1906, but have estimated them for 1905 upon the same basis for which 
appropriations were made by the Eighth Legislative Assembly. 

I have also omitted an estimate for printing Montana seHorts for the fiscal 
year 1905, but, instead, have doubled the appropriation usually made, making it 
available out of the income for 1906. I have, however, followed the recommenda- 
tion of the State Board of Education in making my estimates for the several 
state institutions above referred to for the fiscal year 1905. 

I have felt obliged to make the reductions above referred to for the fiscal 
year 1905’ for the obvious reason that the probable income for 1905 will be in- 
sufficient to pay any greater amount than indicated in, the estimate. It will 
be observed that even then there will be a deficit for 1905 of $23,382, but, allow- 
ing some margin for increase of revenue of 1905 over 1904, it is possible that 
this deficit may be avoided. 


These estimates do not include outstanding warrants amounting to $68,000.00 
which should have been paid out of the revenue of 1904.

Officer. This amendment shall go into effect. upon enactment of appropriate 
legislation for carrying out its provisions. 


Section 2. The vote upon this amendment shall be counted and canvassed 


by such persons and in such manner as provided by law for the counting and 
canvassing of the vote for Member of Congress, and if a majority of all. the 
votes cast at said election for and against said amendment shall be in favor of 
amendment, the Governor. of the State shall immediately so declare by public 


proclamation, and said amendment shall be in full foree and effect as part of the’ 


Constitution from and after the date of said proclamation. 
Section 3. The official ballots to be used at the general election to be held 
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in November, 1906, shall have printed thereon the following words: “For the 
amendment to the Constitution relating. to the election of County Superintendent 
of Schools”, and the words: “Against the amendment to the Constiution relating 
to the election of County Superintendent of Schools.” 

Section 4. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage and approval.

Committee appointed to investigate the wWtate Penitentiary reported as 
follows: 

To the Honorable the eae and the House of the Ninth Legislative Assembly, 
of the State of Montana: 

We, your Special Joint Committee of Investigation, appointed by virtue of 
Concurrent Resolution No. 1, to inquire into certain charges and accusations 
against the management of the State Penitentiary, beg leave to report as fol- 
lows: 

The basis for this investigation grew out of the publication of a book 
written by an ex-convict of the penitentiary. 

Your Committee made a thorough and searching investigation into each and 
every accusation. 
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One Thomas F. O’Brien, an ex-convict and the accuser, testified on oath 
before the Committee that he witnessed an assault made upon a prisoner named 
Holmes, alias Perry, by Warden Thomas McTague; also that the man died as 
the result of a blow struck with a black-jack by tthe said McTague. Many 
witnesses were examined upon this point, including a prisoner who was re- 
ceived in the penitentiary at the same time with Holmes, alias Perry. While 
Tom O’Brien testified that he saw the man struck in the morning, the evidence 


was overwhelming and conclusive that the prisoner was received ‘after 9 o'clock — 


in the evening; that he was in a stupor at the time from the effects of a drug 
taken by him in Butte and that he died the following morning in the hospital of 
the prison. There was no evidence that the man had been struck beyond the 
testimony of O’Brien. On the contrary, the evidence was positive that this 
prisoner had not been molested. <A certified copy of the proceedings at the in- 
quest held upon the body of Holmes, alias Perry, together with the verdict of 
the coroner’s jury, which found that the man died from an overdose of mor- 
phine or opium, taken before he was received into the penitentiary, has been 
filed with the Board of Prison Commissioners by this Committee. 

The charge that the contractors utilize convict labor in their farming enter- 
prise and in cutting wood is admitted, but we find that the State Board of 
Prison Commissioners which makes the rule for the. conduct of this institution, 
has given the contractors permission to employ these men. The prisoners prefer 
to be placed at work. Those’so employed enjoy extra privileges and there are 
more applicants for work than can be used. Those who chop wood are expected 
to cut one cord of wood as a day’s work and for each additional cord they cut 
they are paid fifty cents a cord. 

The charge that convicts are employed as servants in private houses in Deer 
Lodge, has no foundation that we could find. 

It was also charged that the contractors sell products of their ranches and 
dairy in the open market. We found that the dairy contains sixty-eight cows and 
that the butter manufactured in the creamery is exchanged to merchants for 
syrup and dried fruits, which are furnished to the convicts, although this not re- 
quired by the Board of Prison Commissioners. 

The charge that wood is sold is true only to the extent that the con- 
tractors deliver wood to their guards and employees who have families, as near 
as we could ascertain, for one dollar per cord, said to be the actual cost of cutting 
and delivery. 

The accusation that the prison contractors “stood in” with a certain lawyer 
of Deer Lodge, who was said to have been employed to secure pardons for con- 
victs,.was not substantiated. The charge that prisoners are punished for refus- 
ing to go out and work is equally groundless. Nearly every prisoner questioned 
on this. point said it was not true and that the men were only too eager to get 
a chance to work. 

We find no ground for the accusation that a number of the State Board of 
Charities accepted a check from the Prison contractors, to make a favorable 
report on the penitentiary. The accuser, O’Brien, told the Committee that this 
was merely an assumption on his part. 

Your Committee made a thorough investigation into the charge that a former 
female prisoner, one Gene Vaughn, became pregnant while incarcerated in -the 
penitentiary and was pardoned on this account. The evidence showed that the 
woman had been a prostitute and that this ruse was part of a plot to try 
and effect the release of two other convicts. The woman is now a resident of 
the State of Washington, and a physician’s certificate has been filed with the 
State Board of Peikon Commissioners, verifying the belief that the woman had 
never been in the condition mentioned. 


The charge made by O’Brien that he was turned out of the prison with in- 
sufficient clothing and worn-out shoes, is contradicted by a receipt over his own 


signature, which ‘shows that he received a full complement of wearing apparel and. 


five dollars in cash. 


Arriving in Deer Lodge the afternoon of January 21, the Committee imme- 
diately praceeded to the penitentiary and inspected everything possible until 6 
o’clock. Many prisoners were questioned as to complaints they had to make 
and all of those who asked to be heard were granted the opportunity. A number 
of them, anticipating the visit of Committee had prepared written statements. 
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The wardens gave the Committee every facility for making a complete investi- 
gation. We found the prison in good sanitary condition and the convicts as they 
passed in line to the dining room appeared to be in the best of health. 


In the female ward there are seven women in charge of a matron. They 
‘had no complaints to make and spoke in terms of praise as to the treatment 
they received. There are 462 inmates in the penitentiary at the present time 
and their general physical condition is good. 


At 8 o’clock in the evening the Committee began the taking of the testimony 
under oath in the office of the penitentiary and remained in session until 11:30 
o'clock. The following morning, Sunday, at 9:30 further testimony was taken in 
the penitentiary from convicts until 7:30 P. M. and a further inspection of 
the prison, hospital, dungeon and all outside departments was made. 


The Committee found that the hospital facilities are inadequate and faulty 
in the extreme. This condition of the hospital, both as to sanitation and loca- 
tion is bad and we heartily indorse the suggestion of the contractors that the 
hospital be transferred to the present women’s department. In his message two 
years ago the Governor recommended to the legislature a suitable appropriation 
to erect an annex to the penitentiary for female prisoners. We earnestly recom- 
mend that an appropriation of three thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
may be necessary, be made for the construction of a new enclosure and building 
outside the south end of the present main wall, for the keeping of the female 
prisoners. All of the construction work can be done by the convicts. At present 
the women are in the same yard with the male prisoners and have not oppor- 
tunity for taking exercise without coming in contact with them, which, we agree 
with the management, is unwise. 


The penitentiary has a musical organization of thirty-five pieces and a band- 
master whose salar'y is paid by the contr actors. The band is a creditable organi- 
zation but it is in need of some new instruments. (‘We recommend that a ‘suit- 
able appropriation be made for the purchase of such instruments as are re- 
quired, to further encourage this organization. 


On the morning of January 23rd the Committee again visited the peniten- 
tiary and took further testimony and at noon departed for Helena. Additional 
testimony was taken in the Capitol January 31 from witnesses from Butte, Boze- 
man and Deer Lodge. 


The accusation of immoral practices and unmentionable crimes was gone 
. into quite extensively by your Committee and prisoners were examined in their 
cells, and in executive session without the attendance of prison officials, so that 
they might be free to talk. The testimony made it apparent that there is 
foundation for the charge that these crimes and practices exist to a certain 
extent. It was also brought out that many of those suspected and accused, are 
young men who were formerly inmates of the State Reform School and had 
apparently acquired the habit there. We would recommend that the faculty 
and trustees of that institution investigate the matter. In the penitentiary we 
find that the management have tried to check the vice and have taken the pre- 
caution to prevent it to the best of their ability. From the testimony of con- 
victs who have served terms in other prisons we are led to believe that our 
penitentiary has a minimum percentage of inmates practicing this vice. .While 
it is admittedly a difficult problem to solve, as it is hard to catch the guilty ones, 
still it is the opinion of your committee and also of the wardens, that a prac- 
tical solution as a means of stopping or diminishing it, would be to give the men 
out-door hard work to occupy their minds. 


This subject is too grave to be easily disposed of by this investigation and 
for the consideration of this question, and also for the purpose of inquiring 
into the advisability or inadvisability of the State conducting the penitentiary 
and doing away with the present contract system, your Committee recom- 
mends that a special committee of three hold-over Senators, namely Senator B. 
F. White, Senator 8. H. Glidden and Senator W. W. Harper, be appointed to make 
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a thorough investigation and report to the Tenth Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Montana.

By Acts, of the Seventh Session, approved respectively February 25th, 1901. 


and March 11th, 1901, a iwelfth Judicial District Judgeship; and an additional - 


third Judgeship in the Second District were created, and in accordance with the 
requirements of these acts, and shortly after their approval, I nominated Judges 
in these offices, appointing the Honorable John W. Tattan to the former and 
the Honorable John B. McClernan to the latter. By the terms of each Act, 
such appointees held until their successors should be elected and qualified. At 
the next general election following their appointment, as required by statute, 


I proclaimed an election for the successors of said appointees; at the election - 


each appointee was elected by the people as his own successor. It so happened 
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that all previous Judgeships created py law had been created at sessions next 
preceding Presidential elections, and therefore the appointees’ successors were 
elected. at the same time as all other District Judges in the State, these being 
the first instances in which the elections fell on non-presidential general election 
years. 

In August, 1904, and before issuing the regular proclamation for the gener al 
election in November of that year, I submitted to the Attorney General of 
Montana the question whether an election should be proclaimed for three or 
only two_ District Judgeships in Silver Bow County, and whether any District 
Judge in the Twelfth Judicial District should be elected, and acting upon the 
advice then given my office, I proclaimed an election for only two Judgeships in 
Silver Bow County and none in the Twelfth District. As a result proceedings 
were instituted in January of the present year in the Supreme Court by citizens 
claiming rights by election in November last to the Twelfth District Judgeship 
and to the Third Judgeship in Silver Bow County. These proceedings presented 
the question whether the Honorable John B. McClernan, elected at the general 
election in 1902 to the third Judgeship in Silver Bow County, and the Honorable 
John W. Tattan, elected at the same time to the District Judgeship in the 
Twelfth Judicial District, were elected for four years or only for two years, 


and whether there had been an election by the people, despite the limitations of 


the proclamation, for these offices in 1904. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court, dismissing these proceedings before it, 
handed down on the second instant, expressly disclaim having decided the first 
question, stating that it was not necessary to a decision of the case to pass 
upon that question and therefore leave it still uncertain. It is plain, however, 
from the decision, that the question is one of grave doubt, and I do not deem 
it to the interest of good government that uncertainty of tenure in judicial offices 
should endure. If the elective terms of the above named incumbents expired 
under the law on the Ist day of January, unless they have a right legally to 


‘hold over, vacancies exist, and in that event it is not only the right, but the 


duty of the Executive, under the Constitution and Laws of the State to fill va- 
cancies by appointment, and the Courts of a sister state, construing statutes and 
Constitutional provisions exactly lke our own, have declared that if the elec- 
tive period was for a shorter term, the hold-over statutes have no application to 
District Judges and vacancies would exist which must be filed by appointment 
by the Governor. 

I, therefore, deem it prudent under all the circumstances to treat the con- 
dition in these cases as amounting to vacancies and filling the same by appoint- 
ments. 

I have not considered the name of any other than the present incumbents 
for appointment for the obvious reason that if it should be ultimately held that 
there was no vacancy the power of appointment of course would not exist. To 
appoint any other person in that event would only unnecessarily complicate 
the situation, while the appointment of the present incumbents would relieve the 
case of all doubt and embarrassment whatever might be the final decision on the 
question of vacancy. In other words if there is no vacancy their appointment will 


be ultra vires and can do no harm. If there is a vacancy their appointment will 


authorize them beyond question to perform the duties of their respective offices 
until the next general election, thus protecting them in the exercise of Judicial 
functions in any contingency. 

I, therefore, nominate and appoint John B. McClernan, of Silver Bow County, 
to fill the vacancy in the office of Third District Judge of Silver Bow County, the 
office now assumed to be held by him, and I further nominate and appoint John 
W. Tattan, of Chouteau County, to fill the vacancy in the office of District Judge 
of the Twelfth Judicial District of Montana, the office now assumed to be held 


by him; said appointees to hold until their successors are elected and quali- 


fied. 
The uniform practice, so far as I know, in the Executive Department, has 
been to send such nominations to the Senate. Whether this action is justified 
or not by the Constitution I nevertheless submit the same for such action as 
you may deem proper.

Towns and Cities may 
and Counties shall establish and maintain such isolation hospitals when directed 
so to do by the local or State Board of Health, and for this purpose the County 
shall equip and maintain such hospitals. The local or County Board of Health 
shall also have power and authority to require the isolation of persons or things 
infected with or exposed to contagious or infectious diseases, and provide suitable 
places for the reception thereof, and if necessary furnish medical treatment and 
care for such sick persons at the expense of the County; to prohibit and pre- 
vent all intercourse of communication with, or use of infected premises, places or 
things, and require and provide means for the thorough fumigation, purification, 
disinfecting and-cleansing of the same, before intercour: se therewith or use thereof 
shall be allowed. 

When any contagious or infectious disease exists, or is believed to exist, on 
any premises within his district each local or County Health Officer shall imme- 
diately place such premises under quarantine in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the State Board of Health, and shall maintain such quarantine in 
accordance with such rules and regulations.

Committee appointed to visit the University of Montana reported as follows: 

Helena, Montana, Feb. 23, 1905. 
Mr. President: 

We your Committee appointed to visit the University of Montana, beg leave 
to submit the following report: [We visited this Institution the 19th day of Feb- 
ruary and made careful inspection of the buildings, grounds, equipment and needs 
of the University. 

The grounds are well laid out. Well arranged drives, walks and lawns make 
the grounds beautiful and attractive. There is an abundant water supply of the 
best quality. Over a thousand trees have been planted and are in excellent con- 
dition. The sewerage system is excellent and well maintained. 

There are four substantial and commodious buildings, these we found to be 
in excellent condition, with every evidence that they are well cared for. They 
have been preserved in a neat and untarnished condition. 

The system of heating and ventilation is efficient and economical. 


The equipment and also the furnishings of the buildings are of the most mod- 
ern type, but additional equipment is badly needed to do the work already in 
progress. More cases are needed in the library for the proper storage of books 
and also in the museum for the arrangement of material. 

In our judgment what the University most needs is more room for books, for 
material, for class room and also additional teaching force. 

There is not a nook or corner of the present buildings that is not fully occu- 
pied. Many of the members of the faculty have more work to do in their de- 
partments than they are able to do as it ought to be done.

We earnestly recommend that the appropriation of $51,755.00 for each of the 
Legislative years ending December Ist, 1905; and December Ist, 1906; as approved 
by the Montana State Board of Education, be granted. 

We also recommend that as soon as the finances of the State will permit, at 
once if possible, an additional building for library and museum purposes be con- 
structed. 

Your Committee sincerely believe that unless the above recommendations are 
carried out that the high standing and efficiency already attained by the Uni- 
versity will be seriously impaired. 

We especially commend the wise and economical expenditure of the funds 
already granted to the University. We believe the State has received its full 
equivalent for all money expended at the University.

Objections of the Governor to H. B. No. 37 were read as follows: 

February 25th, 1905. 
To the Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return House Bill No. 37, entitled, “An act appropriating money 
for the erecting and equipping of additional buildings for the State Orphans 
Home at Twin Bridges, Montana”, without ay approval and with my objections 
thereto. 

This bill appropriates the sum of twenty-two thousand dollars out of the 
general fund for the purpose of erecting the school building, and building for 
the lighting and heating plant, including a laundry and cottage building, and 
for equipping and converting the present school building into a cottage for the 
State Orphans Home at Twin Bridges, Montana, $12,000 of which appropriation 
is made available out of the revenues for the fiscal year ending November 30, 
1905, and $10,000 thereof made available out of the revenues for the fiscal year 
ending November 30, 1906. 

Ty recognize the value of this institution to the people of the State and 
would be greatly pleased if our financial condition was such as to justify the 
improvements contemplated by this bill. 

I have studied the financial condition of the State assiduously and there is 
ne doubt in my mind that the revenues which shall be derived for all purposes, 
even assuming that an additional twenty per cent of the licenses shall be given 
to the State at this session, will be inadequate to meet the actual and neces- 
sary administrative expenses of the government as now provided by law. 

In my biennial message presented at the opening of this session, I said: 

“Tt is believed that no state in the Union in its early years of statehood fur- 
nished such splendid institutions of learning as ours, whether considered with 
reference to the adequacy of its buildings and equipments or the high standard 
of excellence possessed by its corps of teachers.” 

“The Legislature has been uniformly generous in its appropriations for new 
buildings, a policy which seems to meet with public approval so long as finan- 
cial conditions of the state justifies such expenditures, but there should be no 
straining of our credit for further improvement in that behalf, in view of 
the heavy expense necessary to maintain formidable array now in existence.” 

These observations were intended to apply especially to these institutions 
which are asking large appropriations at this session out of the general fund, a 
fund, which, in my opinion, will for the next two years be barely sufficient to 
meet the ordinary and necessary expenses of administering the State Government 
now provided for, and which cannot be enlarged unless a special tax is levied 
therefor without violating Section 12, Article 12 of the Constitution. 

Here is the limit of our authority: “No appropriation shall be made or any 
expenditures authorized by the Legislative Assembly whereby the expenditures 
of the State during any fiscal year shall exceed the total tax then provided for 
by law, and applicable to such appropriation or expenditure, unless the Legis- 
lative Assembly, making such appropriation shall provide for the levying a suf- 
ficient tax, not exceeding the rate allowed in Section nine (9) of this article, to 
pay such epergpenee or expenditures within such fiscal year’—Section 12, 
Article 12, Constitution. 

But as suggested further on in my message.it would be impossible to levy 
a special tax for the reason that such a tax would not be available until it had 
first been submitted to and ratified by the people at a general election as pro- 
vided in Section 2, Article 13 of the Constitution, and inasmuch as that section 
of the Constitution does not permit the Legislature to create an indebtedness 
against the State which, singly or in the aggregate with any existing debt or lia- 
bility, exceeds $100,000, and inasmuch as this limitation of debt has already been 
exceeded there is no way under the Constitution by which this appropriation 
could be made available. 


For these reasons I am obliged to object to the passage of the bill.

Whereas, it is the opinion of many of the most prominent lawyers of the 
State of Montana that such power does not rest exclusively in the Executive, 
but may be properly exercised by the Legislature in the same act creating the 
office; and 

Whereas, We, the members of the Ninth Legislative Assembly, believe that 
his Excellency, the Governor, in exercising a veto power for the reason that he 
considers the measure unconstitutional, is himself, exercising and usurping the 
power and functions of the Judicial and Legislative Departments of the State of 
Montana, and we believe that it is the duty of the Governor to approve Sub- 
stitute for House Bills Nos. 11, 43, 86 and 153, or allow it to become a law with- 
out his signature, as he did with Substitute for Senate Bill No. 71 of the Eighth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, wherein he expressly stated that, 
notwithstanding in his opinion, the act was unconstitutional, he permitted it to 
become a law so that the same might go before the Supreme Court for consider- 
ation and determination; 

Therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representativ es of the Ninth Legis- 
lative Assembly, the Senate concurring, that we earnestly request his Excellency, 
the Governor of the State of Montana, Joseph K. Toole, to either approve Sub- 
stitute for House Bills Nos. 11, 43, 86 and 153, or allow the same to become a 
law without his signature in order that the constitutionality thereof may be de- 
termined by the proper tribunal for the determination of such questions.

_ Section 4. That the said secretary shall make a biennial report to the Gov- 
ernor of the State, embracing the proceedings of the Bureau and statistics show- 
ing the work of the Bureau, together with such papers, facts and recommenda- 
tions as the secretary may deem useful to the interest of children and dumb 
animals in the State, said report to be fully prepared for publication.. The secre- 
tary of State shall cause the same to be published in pamphlet or book form by 
the State under the supervision of said secretary, provided that not to exceed 
$100.00 shall be expended for printing said report. 

Also by amending Section 7 of said bill to read as follows: 

Section 7. That Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 of an act entitled, “An 
act to prevent wrongs to children and dumb animals, and to establish a Bureau 
of Child and Animal Protection, approved March 7th, 1903, and all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed.”

Committee appointed to visit the rane: at Warm Springs reported as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. President: 

Your Committee appointed to investigate and report on the condition of the 
State Insane Asylum, beg leave to report that they have visited that Institution 
on February 19th and 20th. 

The buildings are admirably located at ‘Warm Springs, where the hot, medic- 
inal waters are utilized for both drinking and bathing purposes. An abundant 
supply of clear, cold, mountain water is funished under pressure and the sewer- 
age system is thoroughly efficient. The quarters for male patients are commo- 
dious, airy and well arranged. Those for female patients, while older, are yet 
_ fairly well adapted for present needs. However, plans for a new and modern 
building. to replace those now in use have been accepted and the coming sum- 
mer will see its completion. The hospital building recently erected to replace the 
one destroyed by fire, is modern in every particular and will accommodate 135 
patients; the building is of brick, the floors of maple and tile, and the plastering 
of Keen’s cement. ‘The system of ventilation is perfect and admits of the air 
being completely changed every ten minutes. The operating room in its arrange- 
ments, and in its provision for rendering all surgical operations is strictly aseptic, 
is not surpassed anywhere in the west. All of the buildings are lighted through- 
out with electricity, and heated with steam or hot water,—each having its sepa- 
rate heating plant. » 

On the last day of our visit there were under treatment at the Asylum 585 
patients, and while the recoveries number fully 40 per cent, and the death rate 

of course is considerable, the number steadily increases. 
. The visitor cannot but be struck with the air of comfort and contentment 
which pervades the place; and the officers and attendants, without exception, 
appear to command the respect and confidence of the inmates. 


A large farm is conducted in connection with the Institution, and those of the 
patients whovare able and willing are given light employment, which is found to 
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be extremely beneficial to health. Among the large number of inmates, but two 
were found kept under restraint. 

In conclusion we feel that we cannot too highly commend the intelligent and 
skillful management of this Institution and congratulate the State on having so 
successfully solved the problem of caring for this unfortunate class of people 
who deserve, at our hands, the utmost consideration we can give them.

Committee appointed to visit the State School of Mines, at Butte, reported 

as follows: 
Mr. President: 

Your Gnntnittes visited the Montana State School of Mines, at Butte, on the 
llth and 12th of February. We made a thorough examination of the Institution 
in all its departments. We found on every hand gratifying evidence of the suc- 
cessful work for which this school is already well known, and of the conserva- 
tive and intelligent management on the part of its Trustees, President and 
.Faculty. The equipment of the Institution, though not as yet extensive, has 
been selected with evident regard to economy and utility. Many of the rooms 
are over crowded, particularly those used for une library and some of the labora- 
tories. We find that the upper story or attic of the building which was finished 
off through an appropriation by the last legislature contains now some large, well 
finished and well lighted rooms, which cannot be utilized for lack of heating 
apparatus, which the Eighth General Assembly failed to provide. 

The heating plant now in use is the result of a very insufficient appropria- 
tion made by the Seventh General Assembly. That appropriation simply permits 
the placing of satisfactory steam pipes and radiators needed for the lower stories, 
with risers to connect with the attic when it should be completed. Having noth- 
ing for a boiler and engine house, and but a pittance for boilers, the situation 
was met by digging a hole in one of the old furnace rooms and putting in two 
cheap little boilers, one of them second-hand, to furnish temporarily the heat 
needed for the space then in use. It seems to have been all that could have been | 
done then, but it is an insufficient provision for present needs, and it is not. 
economical as to the use of fuel. 

We examined the plans for a new heating plant that had been prepared, and 
also the plat of ground on which it is proposed to locate it. It is our belief that 
this heating plant should be erected as proposed. 

We notice also that the cement flooring of the basement story, where the 
chemical laboratories and ore-crushing machinery is located, is in a very unsatis- 
factory condition. It -was placed there by the State Building Commission, seven 
or eight years ago, and the work was poorly done. Although no request comes 
from the Trustees or Faculty for the removal of this cement flooring, we are of 
the opinion that it is not for the credit of the State that it should be allowed. 
to remain in its present condition. 

We have .considered the schedule of work and expenses of maintenance of the . 
Institution, but as this subject has been taken up and considered at length by 
the State Board of Education, we will only add our endorsement of the sugges- 
tions that the Board has made as to the amount needed for the successful con- 
duct of the school for the biennial period ending November 30, 1906.

H. B. No. 286, introduced by Committee on Privileges and Elections: A bill 
for an act for the submitting to the qualified electors of the State of Montana 
an amendment to Article V of the Constitution of the State of Montana, re- 
lating to the Legislative Department and providing for direct legislation and 
reference of laws. . 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. There shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Montana at the next general election the following amendment to Section I, 
Article V, of the Constitution of the State of Montana, that Section I, Article V, 
_of the Constitution be, and the same is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1. The Legislative authority of the State shall be vested in a Legis- 
lative Assembly consisting of a Senate and House of Representatives; but the 
people reserve to themselves power to propose laws, and to enact or reject the 
same at the polls, except as to laws relating to appropriations of money, and 
except as to laws for the submission of constitutional amendments, and except 
as to local or special laws, as enumerated in Article V, Section 26, of this consti- 
tution, independent of the Legislative Assembly, and also reserve power at their 
own option, to approve or reject at the polls any act of the Legislative assembly, 
except as to laws necessary for the immediate preservation of the public peace, 
health or safety, and except as to laws relating to appropriations of money, 
and except as to laws for the submission of constitutional amendments, and ex- 
cept as to local. or special laws, as enumerated in Article V, Section 26, of 
this constitution. 

The first power reserved by the people is the Initiative, and eight per cent 
of the registered voters of the State, shall be required to propose any measure by 
petition; provided, that two-fifths of the whole number of the counties of the 
State must each furnish as signers of said petition eight per cent of the 
legal voters in such county, and every such petition, shall include the full text of 
the measure so proposed. Initiative petitions shall be filed with the Secretary of 
State, not less than four months before the election at which they are to be voted 
upon. 
, The second power is the Referendum, and it may be ordered, either by pe- 
tition signed by five per cent of the legal voters of the State, provided that 
two-fifths of the whole number of the counties of the State must each furnish 
as signers of said petition five per cent of the legal voters in such county, or by 
the Legislative Assembly as other bills are enacted. Referendum petitions shall 
be filed with the Secretary of State, not later than six months after the final 
adjournment of the session of the Legislative Assembly which passed the bill 
on which the referendum is demanded. The veto power of the Governor shall 
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not extend to measures referred to the people by the Legislative Assembly or by 
Initiative or Referendum petitions. 

All elections on measures referred to the people of the State shall be had 
at the biennial regular general election, except when the Legislative Assembly | 
by a majority vote, shall order a special election. Any measure referred to the 
people shall still be in full force and effect unless such petition be signed by 
fifteen per cent of the legal voters of a majority of the whole number of the 
counties of the state, in which case the law shall be inoperative until such time 
as it shall be passed upon at an election, and the result has been determined and 
declared as provided by law. 

The whole number of votes cast for Governor at the regular election last 
preceding the filing of any petition for the Initiative or Referendum, shall be 
the basis on which the number of the legal petitions and orders for the Initiative 


and for the Referendum shall be filed with the Secretary of State; and in sub- _ 


mitting the same to the people, he, and all other officers; shall be guided by the — 
general laws and the act submitting this amendment until legislation shall be 
_ especially provided for. - 

The enacting clause of every law originated by the Initiative shall be as 
follows: 

“BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF MONTANA”: 

This section shall not be construed to deprive any member of the Legislative 
Assembly of the right to introduce any measure. 

Section 2: That separate official ballots be used at the general election to 
be held m November, 1906, and shall have printed thereon the words: “For the 
Amendment to the Constitution providing for direct legislation and reference of 
laws,” and the words: “Against the Amendment to the Constitution providing 
for direct legislation and reference of laws.” 

It shall be the duty of the Legislative Assembly to enact legislation suitable 
for carrying this amendment into effect. 

Section 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in full force from and after 
its passage and approval by the Governor. .

The objection briefly that the revenues of the State for the ensuing fiscal 
years, 1905 and 1906, will, in my opinion, be inadequate to pay the appropriation 
made by this bill and will be for that reason beyond the limit of appropriation 
permitted by the Constitution. 

I am advised that bills now pending and looking to the raising of revenue, 
are likely to be passed and which, if passed, would obviate the objection urged. 

I can only look at the condition as it contr onts me at this time.

To the Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return House Bill 287, “a bill for an act to amend Sections 12 
and 15 of the Code of Civil Procedure, relating to the Supreme Court and pro- 
viding for two associate justices of said Court, and fixing the terms of the addi- 
tional justices, providing for the election of their successors, and providing for the 
appointment of the persons who shall hold office of additional justices for the 
first term,” without my approval and with my objections thereto. 

It may be that the Supreme Court is in need of two additional justices for - 
the proper transaction of the business. My opinion, however, is that the Supreme 
Commission has rendered valuable assistance and that the docket of the Supreme 
Sourt will be practically cleared by the first day of April, and that the Supreme 
Court Commission nave been advised accordingly, and upon this information in 
making my estimates of the expenses of the State Government, no further appro- 
priation was asked for the Supreme Court Commission on that account. There is

a general impression that the business of the Supreme Court ought to be turned off 
speedily from day to day as presented, but it is believed that the careful ocn- 
sideration of cases demands that even after opinions are prepared, that the 
legal questions involved and the rights of parties, will not suffer if they shall 
be held for a reasonable time for further consideration. A proper and orderly dis- 
patch of business in the Courts does not require that opinions shall be run con- 
tinuously through the judicial mill like slag through a furnace. 

This bill provides for two associate justices to be appointed by the Governor, 
one of which shall be appointed for a period of four years and another for a 
period of six years. 

Section 6 of the Constitution is as follows: “The justices of the Supreme 
Court shall be elected by the electors of the State:at large as hereinafter pro- 
vided.” ‘ 

Section 34 of Article 8 provides as follows: “Vacancies in the office of jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court or judge of the District Court, or clerk of the Supreme 
Court, shall be filled by appointment by the Governor of the State. 

A person appointed to fill any such vacancy shall hold his office until the next 
general election and until his successor is elected and qualified.” 

The moment the legislature provides for increasing the Supreme Court by 
adding two new. justices thereto, that moment there becomes a vacancy; then 
the office exists without an incumbent and is vacant whether it be a new or an 
old office. A new house is as vacant as one untenanted for years or one which 
was abandoned yesterday. (We must take the words in their plain and usual 
sense. Wea 

It seems remarkable that such extraordinary power should be placed in the 
hands of the Governor or any other person to make appointments which extend 
beyond two general elections, when one or both ,of these additional judges could 
be elected by the people. If such a thing is possible under the provision of the 
Constitution which I have cited to the effect that a person appointed to fill a 
vacancy shall only hold his office until the next general election and until his 
successor is elected and qualified, what emergency or special occasion can be 
found or assigned for continuing these justices in office over such a long period 
of time, when as I have said, two elections intervene; an incumbent so appointed 
by the Governor might be distasteful to his legitimate constituency and the the- 
ory of the Government for electing justices of the Supreme Court be subverted 
and its practice in that regard be prevented. The practice is under our Con- 
stitution that the will of the people shall be expressed at frequent returning 
periods and the body of our laws in this respect is harmonious. “If the legisla- 
ture,” says an eminent judge of the Supreme Court of the State of New York, 
“may take from the people of a locality the power at properly returning occa- 
sions of electing certain officers, it effectively draws to itself the power of filling 
those offices.” That certainly is what the legislature in this bill does for one jus- 
tice for a period of four years, and in the case of the other, for a period of 
six years, notwithstanding intervening election. 

Section 8 of Article 8 providing for an increase in the judges of the Supreme 
Court, says among other things, “If the legislative assembly shall increase the 
number of justices to five, the first terms of office of said additional justices shall 
be fixed by law in such manner that at least one of the five justices shall be 
elected every two years.” ‘This seems to be surplusage inasmuch as Section 7 of 
the same article provides that the terms of justices of the Supreme Court’ shall 
be six years, and there being three justices at present and our elections being bi- 
-ennial, one justice at least would have to be elected very two yars, no matter 

whether two more should be added or not. 

But this authority given to the legislature in Section 8 of Article 8 above 
quoted, in my opinion means no more than that be the time what it may and 
altered in duration when it may, the incumbent shall nevertheless be the creature 
of the people, “and thus it guards” says the justice of the court of appeals here- 
in quoted “against a majority of the legislature adverse in sentiment to the 
majority of the people of a locality placing or continuing over them in official 
power one whom they would not select.” 

Whether right or wrong, wise or foolish, | am a firm advocate of the right of 
she people to elect their own officers and see no occasion whatever for the appoint- 
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ment whether made by the Governor or someone else, extending beyond the first 
general election when his successor in office could be elected.
